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Study Mind. 
LEO VIRGO. 


I say “An idea comes to me.” Where did it 
come from? It must have a cause, and its 
cause must be of character like unto it. Ideas 
are not visible to the eye, they are not heard 
by the ear, nor felt, nor tasted, yet we talk 
about them as having existence. We recognize 
that they live, move and have being in a realm 
which we term the mind. 

This realm of mind is accepted by everybody 
as in some way connected with the things that 
appear, but because it is not describable in 
terms of length, breadth and thickness, it is 
usually passed over as something too vague for 
consideration. 

But they who take up the study of this plane 
of causation called mind find that it can be 
analyzed and its laws and modes of operation 
understood. 

To be ignorant of mind and its laws is to bea 
child playing with fire, or a man manipulating 
powerful chemicals without knowing their re- 
lation one to another. This is true universally 
and all who are not learning about mind are in 
like danger, because all are dealing with this 
one great cause from which comes forth all the 
conditions that appear in our lives and the lives 
of all men and women. Mind is the one reser- 
voir from which we draw all that which we 
make up into our world, and it is through its 
laws, that we form our souls. Hence nothing 


is so important as a knowledge of mind, its in 
herencies and the mode of their expression. 

The idea that mind cannot be understood is 
fallacious. Man is the expression of mind, 
dwells in mind, and may know more clearly and 
definitely about mind than about the things 
that appear in the phenomenal world. 

It is only from the plane of mind that one can 
know truth in an absolute sense. That which 
we pronounce truth from the plane of appear- 
ance is relative only and not absolute. The 
relative truth is constantly changing, but the 
absolute Truth endures and what is true to-day 
always was and always will be true. 

It does not require scholastic culture to study 
mind. People who do not even know how to 
read or write may be very adept in the realm of 
Pure Mind. It does not follow that he who 
talks most fluently about Mind knows the most. 
He may theoretically perceive the underlying 
principles without realizing their working fac- 
tors in his own being. 

Mind is not language—mind is not formula- 
tion. These are outgrowths of mind, they are 
man’s way of communicating to his fellow man 
his concepts of mind. Thus very simple people 
from the world’s standpoint frequently know a 
great deal about mind and its operation which 
they have been unable to express in language. 

Women as aruleknow more about Pure Mind 
on its own plane than men because they trast 
that inner faculty of pure knowing called in- 
tuition more fully than men. The medically 
wise of the world to-day cannot comprehend 
how a quiet little woman who knows nothing 
about physiology or medication can sit down be- 
side their dying patients and bring them back 
to health without apparently doing anything. 
And they never will know until they delve be- 
hind that knowledge of externality and learn 
mind to mind the workings of internality. 
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Some people confound that realm of formu- 
lated knowledge about things termed intellect- 
ualty, with pure knowing. Intellect and its 
plane of appreciations are as far removed from 
pure mind and its ideas, as is the realm of mat- 
ter from that of Spirit. 

The same essences of being enter into both, 
but Wisdom is sadly deficient in the intellect- 
ual realm. It has formulated its conclusions 
from the sense side of existence, instead of from 
the Soul side, and they are as divergent as 
night from day. 

No one can know about the potentialities of 
Mind and how they are made manifest except 
from a study of mind itself, without any refer- 
ence whatever to things, or their relations. 

One may logically deduce a system of Being 
from abstract intellect reasoning, but it will 
lack the living fire that accompanies Pure 
Mind. 

They who know mind, know the same things, 
and though they be dumb,, they enjoy the com- 
munion that ever goes on in thought. No one 
should for a moment imagine that because he 
or she lacks the technical education of the 
world that they are therefore not fitted to study 
the science of Mind. No matter how ignorant 
you may be of the world’s ways, or God’s ways. 
if you will give your mind to the attention of 
the One Mind, you shall in due season become 
wise. This great law of mind and mind recog- 
nizing each other and flowing together in un- 
broken wisdom has been known in all ages 
and among all peoples. The Scribes and Phari- 
sees who knew the life and lack of scholastic 
advantages of Jesus the carpenter’s son ex- 
claimed in amazement, “How knoweth this 
man letters, having never learned?” 

Mind is the great storehouse of God from 
which man draws all his supplies. If you mani- 
fest life, your are confident that it had a source. 


If you show forth intelligence you know that 
somewhere in the economy of Being there is a 
fount of intelligence. So you may go over all 
that goes to make up your being and you will 
find that its factors rest upon and draw their 
sustenance from an invisible, and to your pres- 
ent understanding, incomprehensible source. 

That source we term mind. because it is in 
that relation to your comprehension which 
that term best locates it. Names are arbitrary 
and we should not stop in their limited territory 
to note the differences which may arise over 
their technical’ use. We want to get at the 
substance which they mention. 

Thus we say this invisible plane of cause is 
mind because it is of like character with that 
movement within our consciousness which we 
call our minds. Mind is many fold in its mani- 
festations. It constitutes all that appears. 
Not that the character of all that appears is to 
be laid to the volition of Mind—no, but that 
there enters into every thing that appears some 
of the factors of mind. This is why it is so im- 
portant to know about mind, and how its poten. 
tialities are made manifest by man. 

We find that there are a few fundamental 
principles underlying all manifestation, and 
through their various combinations the uni- 
verse is made up. 

The first is Life. 

The second is Love. 

The third is Substance. 

The fourth is Intelligence. 

On this planet we have the most external 
symbols of these qualities of mind. The earth 
represents that inner substance which may be 
known only by the mind, because it has its ori- 
gin on that plane. All manifest action termed 
the living, is the external representation of that 
inner energy termed life. 


Love is shadowed forth in the pure affection 
of the soul. 

Intelligence is made apparent in the use to 
which man puts all the other qualities. If he 
uses them sparingly, he lacks life and intelli- 
gence. If he uses them freely, but with dis- 
astrous effect, he lacks intelligence. So we 
know that that which we term mind is the 
reservoir of the universe and man, and that in 
it is stored up all that we may desire. So it 
behooves us to study this great reservoir 
which we call mind. 

We call it mind because through our study it 
has disclosed to us a quality which is not ap- 
prehended by those who study it in its abstract 
or phenomenal aspect. The physical scientist 
tells us that there is a universal energy from 
which all motion, light, heat, color, etc. has 
its origin. That this energy does not partake 
of the limitations of any of the many effects of 
which it is the cause, but is supreme over them 
all. This universal source of the phenomenal 
world they have called the universal ether. 

We claim that what they have discovered is 
the power side of God, and that there is another 
factor which they have not discovered, but 
which is associated with the universal energy. 
That factor is intelligence. They admit that 
there is evidence of design in the varied and 
beautiful manifestation of this universal ether, 
but they are at loss how to make the acquaint- 
ance of this Intelligent One. To know this 
mover upon the substance and energy of the 
Universe is what our system of mind develop- 
ment teaches. It instructs you how to ac- 
quaint youreslf with the knowing quality of 
mind and through that to move upon the sub- 
stance and life of the Universe and bring them 
into harmonious relations in your body and 
affairs. This is something the most learned 
physical science teacher has not attempted, and 
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a field of discovery which he has not yet 
launched forth upon. In fact but few of the 
materialistic scheol have ever caught the first 
ray of this light. They have, ’tis true, longed to 
know more about the Wisdom of the Creator, 
but it does not seem to have dawned upon them 
that thewisdom part of Godis just asmuch pres- 
ent everywhere as the force and substance part. 
They have tested by all the methods known to 
their science, the many elements of the formed 
and formless earth and air and noted the 
methodical and orderly workings of each under 
certain conditions. This they have called mo- 
lecular attraction, repulsion, polarity, ete. 
Some have said that every atom of matter was 
apparently intelligent, but as these atoms did 
not speak their particular language, they have 
taken for granted that they could not hold con- 
verse with them on the plane of intelligence. 

This is where we have set up a study that 
makes a living center of intelligence, as well 
as life and substance, of every atom of the 
universe. 

We claim that man may ask on its plane of 
comprehension the secret which the molecule 
or the mountain holds and it will reveal itself 
to him. This is the communication of mind 
unto mind; hence we call one of the universal 
underlying causes of existence mind, and study 
it from that basis. 

God is mind, and man made in the “image 
and likeness” of God is mind, because there is 
but one mind and that the mind of God. The 
sense consciousness thinks it has a mind of its 
own and that it creates thought from its own 
inherent substance. This is a suppositional 
mind that passes away when the One and Only 
real mind is revealed. This one and only mind 
of God which we study is the only creator. It 
is that which originates all that is permanent, 
hence it is the source of all reality. Its crea- 
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tions are of a character hard for the sense man 
to comprehend because his consciousness is 
cast in a plane of dimension and time. These 
are changable and transient, while the crea- 
tions of the One Mind are substantial and last- 
ing. But it is man’s privilege to understand 
the creations of the One Mind, for it is through 
them that he makes his world. The creations 
of the One Mind are ideas. The ideas of God 
are potential energies waiting to be set in mo- 
tion through proper formative vehicles. The 
thinking faculty in man is such vehicle, and it 
is through this that the visible universe has 
existence. Man does not create anything, if 
by this term is meant the producing of some- 
thing from nothing, but he does make the form- 
less up into form; or rather it is through his 
conscious co-operation that the One Mind forms 
its universe. Hence, the importance of man’s 
willing co-operation with God in every thought, 
because unless he is very wise in his thinking, 
he may be sending forth mal-formations that 
will cause both himself and the universe 
trouble. 

Thinking is a process in mind by and through 
which the abstract is made concrete. It is the 
process of working up into things those ideals 
in the One Mind which are not things. God 
does not see things nor conditions as man sees 
them except through the thinking faculty in 
man, and which man stands for in the God- 
head. 

The ideas of Divine Mind are whole and com- 
plete in their capacity to unfold perpetually 
greater and more beautiful forms according to 
the thinking capacity in man. Man catches 
mental sight of an idea in Divine Mind and 
proceeds to put it in terms comprehensible to 
his plane of consciousness. All ideas have 
their origin as clues in the Divine Mind, but 
their character as unfolded by man depends 


entirely upon his acquaintance with God. The 
idea of a house as formulated by man varies 
all the way from a wigwan to the Cologne 
Cathedral. The original idea of a house, as it 
exists in God’s mind, cannot be anything less 
than the perfected consciousness of man, of 
which his body isa symbol. This is the temple 
built without sound of hammer, and it is the 
only temple acceptable to God. 

No man can acceptably serve God or do his 
will until he understands the fundamental prin- 
ciples of thinking and how thoughts are made 
manifest as forms or states of consciousness. 
This is revealed by the Father to everyone who 
seeks to know his law and to follow it. When 
man has thus sought the Father with eye sin- 
gle to His guidance, he begins to know that cer- 
tain relations exist between him and the 
Father and that only through observance of 
those relations can he come into harmony with 
God and do his will. 

The idea of man separated in consciousness 
from God is that he was arbitrarially created 
by a being who could, or could not, have created 
him, and that not being responsible for his ex- 
istence, he has a perfect right to be rebellious 
and petulant if hardships come into his life. 
This is a childish view of the great plan of crea- 
tion, in which man is such an important factor. 
It is only when man becomes a meek and lowly, 
an obedient receptacle for the spirit of God that 
he sees the Divine scheme of creation and his 
place in it. Then he becomes a willing co- 
operator because his understanding accepts the 
conditions as they are, and which cannot be 
changed by either God or man. They are so 
intimately linked together that the harmony of 
existence depends upon a mutual understand. 
ing. When this is established by man’s willing 
obedience, and acceptance of his part of the 
work, a new order of things is set up, and a 
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new creation inaugurated. The first step in 
this new order is the realization by man that he 
is sent into the world to do a specific work. As 
Jesus said at the age of twelve, “Wist ye not 
that I must be about my Father’s work,” and in 
his last prayer are these words, “I have finished 
the work which thou gavest me to do.” 

The Father has sent each one of us out to do 
a certain work. Are we doing that work? 
Have we asked what it is? Or are we aim- 
lessly wandering about the earth trying to find 
‘satisfaction in the fleeting things of sense? 

“Ye shall know the Truth and the Truth 
shall make you free.” 

That Truth is the relation of man to God, and 
how creation is carried forward. That rela- 
tion is, in one sense, as Father and child, in 
another it is creator, creative instrument, and 
creation manifest. Man stands as the instru- 
ment of God through which his potentialities 
are brought into visibility. As such instrument 
he stands in a measure a dictator as to how it 
shall be done. That is he has discretionary 
power, or free-will. This is in a measure illu- 
sionary, however, because if man wills to carry 
on creation in defiance of Divine plan and order 
his creations in due time fall into chaos through 
lack of coherency. God fixes the plan of the 
structure and gives into the hands of man all 
the materials for building. Man may also 
know the plan and build under its instructions, 
or he may go ahead without consulting the 
plan. That is where humanity finds itself to- 
day. It has built age after age only to find that 
its structures do not endure. They are faulty 
because the Divine plan has not been consulted 
by the builder. 

Mind is the storehouse of ideas. Man draws 
all his ideas from this omnipresent storehouse. 
The ideas of God, heaven, hell, devils, angels, 
and all things have their clue in Mind. But 
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their form in the consciousness depends en- 
tirely upon the plane from which man draws 
his mental images. If he gets the clue of the 
character of God and then proceeds to clothe 
that clue-idea with images from without, he 
makes God a mortal. If he looks within for the 
clothing of his clue-idea he knows God to be the 
Omnipresent Spirit of Existence. 

If man gets the clue-idea of heaven and hell 
and devils and angels, and looks without for 
clothing for his idea, he makes a location in the 
skies and calls it heaven, and another under 
under the earth and calls it hell. But if he 
goes to the Father for information he finds both 
heaven and hell within his own consciousness, 
and both the result of his own creative thought. 

So it is of the utmost importance that we 
know how we have brought about this state of 
existence which we call life; and we should be 
swift to conform to that only way to bring 
harmony and success into our lives, which is 
thinking in harmony with the understanding 
derived from communion with the Father.

LESSON 6.—February 7. 
TRUE AND FALSE GIVING.—Acts 4:32-37. Acts 5:1-11. 


32. And the multitude of them that believed were 
of one heart and of one soul: neither said any of them 
that aught of the things which he possessed was his 
own; but they had all things common. 

33. And with great power gave the apostles wit- 
ness of the resurrection of the Lord Jesus: and great 
grace was upon them all. 

34. Neither was there any among them that 
lacked; for as many were possessors of lands or 
houses sold them, and brought the prices of the things 
that were sold, 

35. And laid them down at the apostles’ feet: and 
distribution was made unto every man according as 
he had need. 

36. And Joses, who by the apostles was surnamed 
Barnabas, (which is, being interpreted, The son of con- 
solation,) a Levite, and of the country of Cyprus, 

37. Having land, sold it, and brought the money, 
and laid it at the apostles’ feet. 


1. But a certain man named Ananias, with Sap- 
phira, his wife, sold a possession, 

2. And kept back part of the price, his wife also 
being privy to it, and brought a certain part, and laid 
it at the apostles’ feet. 

3. But Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled 
thine heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and to keep back 
part of the price of the land? 

4. While it remained, was it not thine own? and 
after it was‘sold, was it not in thine own power? why 
hast thou conceived this thing in thine heart ?thou hast 
not lied unto men, but unto God. 

5. And Ananias hearing these words fell down, 
and gave up the ghost: and great fear came on all 
them that heard these things. 

6. And the young men arose, wound him up, and 
carried him out, and buried him. 

7. And it was about the space of three hours after, 
when his wife, not knowing what was done, came in. 

8. And Peter answered unto her, Tell me whether 


ye sold the land for so much? And she said, Yea, for 


so much. Yad 
9. Then Peter said unto her, How is it that ye 


have agreed together to tempt the Spirit of the Lord? 
behold, the feet of them which have buried thy hus- 
band are at the door, and shall carry thee out. 

10. Then fell she down straightway at his feet. 
and yielded up the ghost: and the young men came 
in, and found her dead, and, carrying her forth, buried 
her by her husband. 

11. And great fear came upon all the church, 


and upon as many as heard these things. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—Man looketh on the out- 
ward appearance, but the Lord lookéth on the 
heart.—I Sam. 16:7. 

This lesson shows the searching power of 
illumined thought to bring to light every un- 
holy thought of the mind, and is destruction in 
the puirfying Fire of the Holy Spirit.—“God is 
a consuming Fire.” 

32. “The multitude that believed were of one 
heart and soul.” Selfishness never can yield 
this perfect unity of thought. It is found only 
in the true understanding—that of man’s in- 
separable union with God, where there is no 
place for selfishness, no “mine” as opposed to 
“thine”; for all have an equal right and interest 
in the One Omnipresent Good—“all mine are 
thine, and thine are mine”....“that they may 
be perfect in one.” 

33. This harmonious at-one-ment with Spirit 
is the state of thought conscious of “great 
grace,” and capable of “witnessing” or demon- 
strating that the Christ, whom the “Lord 
Jesus” manifested, has been resurrected in us. 

34-35. “Neither is there any that lacked,” of 
the infinite supply of Omnipresent Good; be- 
cause every one gave up (“sold’’) his false con- 
sciousness of selfish, sinful ideas, and gave ex- 
pression to unselfish thoughts for the common 
good—“they had all things common.” 

We are to “buy the Truth and sell it not.” 
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AU of our fixed states of thought, whether of 
Truth or error, have been bought; and the 

price” paid has been long years, sometimes 
generations, of thought; and we value them in 
proportion to the “price” paid. These carnal 
mind “possessions” must therefore be “sold” 
(given up by repentance) and the “full price 
laid at the apostles’ feet.” This is the confession 
of sin, the pouring out of the full “price,” in 
misapplied thought, of our false, carnal con- 
sciousness; and the turning of thought into new 
and unselfish channels, instructing and evhort- 
ing all in matters of Truth (“distribution made 
to all’). 

Under the Spirit’s illumination we are re- 
quired to make a full confession of sin, and “to 
lay the full price” of this sinful consciousness 
“at the apostles’ feet.’ To half confess, is to 
“keep back part of the price of the land.” “The 
land” is our field of thought, our “Garden of 
Eden,”—our consciousness. 

1-2. “Ananias and Saphira” represent the op- 
posite state of thought from “Barnabas”—that 
thought which professes to give up the thought- 
price of the old consciousness, but in reality 
clings to the old thought, which it still loves. 
Thus “Ananias and Saphira” are Hypocrisy and 
Lying—a wedded pair—liars both of them— 
having their origin and root in the old mortal 
consciousness. Professing to have given up 
the old thought, self-deceived, they are “still 
in the very gall of bitterness and bond of in- 
iquity.” But this condition of mind cannot be 
maintained in the search-light Presence of the 
Holy Spirit; for the penetrating perception of 
the Peter thought quickly discerns this insidi- 
ous liar, and drags it into the white light of the 
Holy Spirit, to be condemned. 

3. Listen to his keen analysis and merciless 


dissection of hypocrisy: “Why hath Satan 
filled thy heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and to 
keep back part of the price” of the old con- 
sciousness of sin? 

4. “Whiles it remained was it not thine own” 
consciousness? And, after letting go these old 
beliefs, yet retaining and loving the carnal 
thought still,—it is still thine own conscious- 
ness. You are still in the snares of delusion. 
False professions are a constant “lie unto God.” 

5. Hypocrisy cannot continue to exist in the 
Spirit’s burning presence,—it falls dead under 
the “Consuming Fire.” The whole mind is filled 
with awe (“fear”) at witnessing the cleansing, 
purifying power of the Holy Spirit, consuming 
all dross. 

6. To annihilate hypocrisy is the Spirit’s 
work; which you are to supplement by the 
strong resolutions (“young men”),—“carrying 
out” the carcass of false conceptions, and bury- 
ing them to consciousness. 

7-9. With the death of Hypocrisy follows the 
destruction of the more subtle sin of Deception, 
which always labors to defend its wedded mate. 
Hypocrisy is a brazen (masculine) false claim- 
ant; while Lying is a hidden, secret (feminine) 
falsity, concealed from notice for a short time 
(“about three hours’); until the keen discern- 
ment of the Peter brings it into the “Consuming 
Fire” of the Spirit’s Presence, and foresees its 
utter “destruction from the presence of the 
Lord, and the glory of his power.”—I Thess. 1:9. 

10. Which quickly follows, as falsity van- 
ishes before reality, as darkness before light;— 
so a lie vanishes before Truth, in the calcium 
light of the Holy Spirit; and your co-operating 
strong resolutions proceed to “carry out and 
bury” to consciousness the last restage of this 
old “besetting sin.” 


11. The wonderful power of the Holy Spirit 
to purify the heart and consumeeverything that 
“worketh abomination or maketh a lie,” fills 
the whole mind with holy awe. 


LESSON 7.—February 14. 
THE PRISON OPENED.—Acts 5:17-32, 

17. Then the high priest rose up, and all they 
that were with him, (which is the sect of the Sad- 
ducees,) and were filled with indignation, 

18. And laid their hands on the apostles, and put 
them in the common prison, 

19. But the angel of the Lord by night opened 
the prison doors, and brought them forth, and said, 

20. Go, stand and speak in the temple to the peo- 
ple all the words of this life. 

21. And when they heard that, they entered into 
the temple early in the morning, and taught. But 
the high priest came, and they that were with him, 
and called the council together, and all the senate of 
the children of Israel, and sent to the prison to have 
them brought. 

22. But when the officers came, and found them 
not in the prison, they returned, and told, 

23. Saying, The prison, truly found we shut with 
all safety, and the keepers standing without before 
the doors: but when we had opened, we found no 
man within. 

24. Now when the high priest and the captain 
of the temple and the chief priests heard these things, 
they doubted of them whereunto this would grow. 

25. Then came one and told them, saying, Be- 
hold, the men whom ye put in prison are standing in 
the temple, and teaching the people. 

26. Then went the captian with the officers, and 
brought them without violence: for they feared the 
people, lest they should have been stoned. 

27. And when they had brought them, they set 
them before the council: and the high priest asked 
them, 

28. Saying, Did not we straitly command you 
that ye should not teach in this name? and, behold 
ye have filled Jerusalem with your doctrine, and in. 
tend to bring this man’s blood upon us, 
and anid, We ought to obey God ranien nonce 
i Said, z ey God rather than men. 


30. The God ef our fathers raised up Jesus, whom 
ye slew and hanged on a tree. 

31. Him hath God exalted with his right hand te 
be a Prince and a Saviour, for to give repentance to 
Israel, and forgiveness of sins. 

32. And we are his witnesses of these things; 
and so is also the Holy Ghost, whom God hath given 
to them that obey him. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—We ought to obey God rath- 
er than men.—Acts 5:29. 

Mortal mind is ever at “enmity against God” 
and Spiritual man, the Son of God; so that 
within the mortal consciousness is “the Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the world.” This 
gives origin to the universal consciousness of 
guilt in all unregenerate men; until they “look 
on him whom they have pierced,” or behold 
the Christ slain within; and find salvation by 
knowing Him as the Life and Truth of Being. 

17. This guilty conscience is jeaous of the ris- 
ing power of Spiritual thought; and, when your 
foremost active Spiritual thought, indicated by 
“Peter,” boldly declares that this carnal mind 

as “killed the Prince of Life,’ and demon- 

strates the power of the resurrection Life by 
works of healing,—then the ruling power of 
carnal thought—‘“high priests’—with all the 
accompanying thoughts—Sadducees—“rise up, 
filled with indignation.” 

18. “And lay hands on you,”’—on all your 
active Spiritual thoughts—“apostles,” and put 
you “in common prison.” Sometimes you find 
that, after making your highest statements of 
Truth, which are always inimical to carnal 
thought, and after some of your finest demon- 
strations in healing ,there follows a reaction or 
chemicalization in mortal thought, arousing all 
the antagonisms of the old thought in degree so 
pronounced that, for a time, you seem to be in 
helpless bondage (“prison’’) to the old thought, 
the old consciousness again asserting itself 
with most virulent hatred, demanding your 
humiliating submission to its authority. 
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19. But it is not hopeless bondage, though 
you seem bound hand and foot with chains 
of suffering and pain; for you are the “Beloved 
of the Father;” and, by faithfully trusting and 
resting in him, you shall obtain deliverance. 
In the midnight of you bondage “the angel of the 
Lord will open the prison doors” and set you free. 

20. This angel of intuition bids you continue 
to “stand in the temple and speak to the people 
all the words of Life.” 

21. Thus being delivered from the bondage of 
physical suffering through trust in the Living 
Christ, your perfect salvation, you gladly obey; 
and“ early in the morning,” in the temple of 
your Spiritual consciousness, you proclaim the 
“words of Life” eternal and health perpetual, 
yours now and forever. 

But though delivered from the external 
manifestations, you must yet stand trial before 
the “counsel and senate of Israel,” you must 
“work out your own salvation” in thought pro- 
cesses, before permanent healing is realized. 
This “counsel and senate of Israel” are the in- 
tellect under control of your religious ideas, 
once of high Spiritual “counsel,” but so dead in 
formality,—the letter without the Spirit,—as 
to be hostile to the higher “things of the Spirit” 
and the higher Life. But your purpose is fixed 
to obey the Spirit at any cost. 

22-23. When carnal thought sees your en- 
franchisement, your complete deliverance from 
claims of error—“found no man within” (the 
prison) ;— 

24. The rulers of carnal mind—“high priest,” 
“captain of the temple” and “chief priests,”— 
all your religious leaders are repulsed, fearing 
for the safety of your old theological ideas. 

25. And more especially because your Divine 
healing has made you a preacher of “the words 
of Life.”—Eternal Life here and now—through 
the Resurrection of the Christ in consciousness. 
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For every fixed state of thought (conscious- 
ness), even though it be churchly or theological, 
stands opposed to advanced thought, leading 
to higher Spiritual attainments. Each con- 
sciousness is arbritrary and jealous of its pre- 
rogatives, quite naturally from their fixedness. 

26. Healing, or “the opening of prisons to 
them that are bound,” is demonstrative of the 
correctness of your preaching and spirituality 
of your life; (it is the “signs following”), which 
so far conquer the prejudices of carnal mind, 
that their active thoughts handle you gently 
(“without violence”), “fearing the people” 
fearing the majority, “lest they be stoned” (con- 
demned) by them. The sense of guilt makes 
men cowards in the presence of a righteous 
majority, though intolerant to minorities. 

27-28. Although you are on trial before the 
court of your old ideas, yet your teaching and 
healing have given you such increasing favor 
with God and men, that this “counsel and sen- 
ate of Israel” is actually afraid of you; so that 
the former violence softens to a mild repri- 
mand. As “conscience makes cowards of us 
all,” so guilty carnal thought has an expecta- 
tion of coming retribution—“A fearful looking 
forward to judgment”—Heb. 10:27—“you in- 
tend to bring this man’s blood upon us.” 

29-32. Your defense is the defense of Truth 
against error; it is conducted by all your active 
Spiritual-thought powers, “Peter and the other 
apostles.” 

The points of your defense are: First, “we 
ought to obey God rather than man;” Second, 
Carnal man has slain the Divine Son; Third, 
“Him hath God raised up,” in your conscious- 
ness,” a prince and a savior” to you; Fourth, 
“We are witnesses of these things’”—the resur- 
rection of thought and the consciousness of 
freedom from sins (“forgiveness”). “We are 
more than conquerors through him that loved 
us.” 
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“Image and Likeness.” 


“When Moses,” so lectured once a “Talmud” 
sage, “was about to write down the section, 
‘Let us make man in our image,’ he became 
grave, paused, and asked: ‘O Lord, will not 
these words give cause to misunderstandings 
and false interpretation? . Will not some 
maintain a plurality of gods on account of the 
little word we, and others represent thee with 
human traits? Will it not suffice if on the 
first day of creation [ only write, ‘And God 
spoke: let man exist; and he existed?’—Write 
what thou hast received, O Moses,’ thundered 
the reply, ‘even if some misunderstand it. It 
is so important that man perceives and feels 
that he is a heavenly earthly creation, the 
noblest in my likeness, destined to gaze upward 
to God alone as ideal and pattern; this is so 
important that these words should never be 
suppressed out of regard for the weak and the 
erring.’ ” 

In the same way some famous Talmudist 
answered the Roman philosophers. They 
asked, “If your God denounces image worship, 
why does he not destroy the whole idolatrous 
world?”—“Should the world go to ruin on 
account of the fools?” he replied. “The 
nations defy the sun, the moon, the stars; shall 
these therefore cease to give light? No; the 
beautiful world continues in its regular course. 
The sun beams, the moon shines, the stars 
glitter, and the fools who worship these things 
will one day be called to account.”
